AN ORDINANCE 


OF THE 


Lordsand Commons Aſſembled in Parliament) 


For disbanded SO ULDIERS and others pretending to be reduced,to depart from 
the Cities of London and Weitminfter by the 15* of this inſtant July. 16 47- 


luly. 9 


YOH£HEREAS therehathbeen of latean extraordinary confluence,and reſort of Officers, Souldiers, 
@/? and other perſons pretending themſelves to have been ſouldiers of reduced or disbanded Forces 
fg; from ſeverall parts of the Kingdome to theCities of London and Weſtminſter, ſome of which 
have aſſembled themielvesin tumulctious manner in ſeverall parts of the Citie of London and 
neer the Houſes of Parliament, to the diſturbance of the ſaid Houſes in the great zffaires they 
have in hand; For remedy whereof, and as one means by the bleffing of God to prevent the increaſe and 
{ſpreading of the Plague in the ſaid Cities, and other inconveniences : Beit therefore Ordained by the Lords 
_ Commons in Parliament Aſſembled that all ſuch officers and ſouldiers or other perſons aforeſaid, ſball 
y the fifteenth day of this inſtanc July 1647. depare from the ſaid Cities of London and Weltminlter, and 
Lines of Communication, not having had their uluall habitations withinthe ſaid Cities of London or Weſt- 
migſter, or within the lines of Communication aforelaid, nor having any. juſt and neceſlary occaſion for 
their aboad and continuance there, to be allowed by the Committee of the Milicia of the City of London or 
any four of them under their hands, And that the Perſons aforeſaid ſhall notreturn to the ſaid Cities of Lon- 
donor Weſtminſter, or within the ſaid line 66 Communication within the ſpace of two moneths next after 
che publication of this preſent Ordinance, upon pain of three moneths impriſonment, and loſle of their 
Arrears. And it is further Ordained, Thar the ſaid Committee of the Militia are hereby authorized and re- 
quired to ſee this preſent Ordinance to be effeually put in Execution. And its likewiſe Ordained that after 
the ſaid fifteen day of Tuly aforeſaid, the ſaid Committee or any four of them ſhall have hereby power, and 
authority,and are herebyrequired to impriſon the ſaid perſons, according to the tenour of this Ordinance, that 
ſhall offend againſt the ſame. Andthelaid Lords and Commons do declare that ir is not their intention to 
deprive any Officer, or ſouldier of their juſt dues owing unto any ſuch Officer or Soldier from the Parliament 
bur that their Accomprs being audited as is dire&ed by ſeveral Ordinances of Parliament; andſo ſoon as 
the preſling affairs of the Kingdom will permic the faid Lords and Commons will take order to give juſt 
Gn rothem or to any other perſon or perſons unte whom they ſhall affigne their Atrears, or any 
art thereof. 
Provided that this ſhal notextend to the Officers or Soldiers of the Trained Bands or Auxiliaries within 
the ſaid Lines of Communication, or toany Colonel or Officer of Eſtate or qualicy which ſhal have 'occa- 
ſion to ſtay in Town, or to ſuch as are lately come from the Army and ſhal manifeſt the ſame to both Houſes, 


or to the Speakers of both Houſes, and ſhal haye allowance thereof accordingly under the hands of the ſaid 
Speakers.
